Scotland Yard sent out a de- 
scription ef the Christies shortly 
after Beresford Brown, the new 
tenant, found three of the bodies 
last night while inspecting the 
walls of the apartment. 

Brown said he was tapping the 
wall under the sink. 

“It sounded hollow,” he said. 
“IT pulled off the wallpaper and 
then ripped away the boards, I 
saw a woman and what appeared 
to be two bundles. I ran out to 
call the police.” They uncovered 
the full extent of the horror. 

“When I first moved in here 
I knew murder had been done in 
the house, but this shook me,” 
Brown said. 

Double Killing There in 1949. 

Brown was referring to the 
crime that gave the old mansion 
its name of “Murder House.” 
Timothy. Evans had strangled his 
wife Berly and 14-year-old daugh- 
ter there. He was hanged for the 
murders in 1949. 

Christie, a constable in World 
War II, had testified in the Evans 
murder trial. Neighbors said he 
had a nervous collapse afterward. 

Mrs. Doreen Lawrence, a neigh- 
bor, said Mrs. Christie disap- 
peared about two months ago but 
Christie remained at the apart- 
ment with his dog. 

Christie, last was seen eating 
fish and chips at a cafe near the 
mansion. He said he was going to 
have his dog destroyed and look 
for work in Birmingham.

The record showed that he said 
the cut in public housing is “per- 
haps the largest and certainly the 
most controversial change in the 
revised budget” for his office. He 
mentioned that 35,000 units are 
in the current annual volume. 

Awaits Review. 

“In my opinion,” he sald, “the 
fair and consistent thing to do is 
to continue the program at that 
level until we have completed our 
review and are prepared to make 
further recommendations to the 
Congress.” 

Cole did not divulge the total 
amount of the new budget for the 
housing agencies nor the amount 
which would be saved by cutting 
the subsidized r program. 

He said he is not yet prepared 
to recommend any major changes 
in policy.

The Board of Education has 
recommended that the present 
school tax rate of $1 01 for each 
$100 of assessed property valua- 
tion be increased to $1.15.

Greatly increased school costs 
in the last 10 years were cited as 
a principal factor in the decision 
to seek a new school tax rate in 
an address last night by Oscar A. 
Ehrhardt, a member of the 
Board of Education. 

In a radio broadcast on station 
KWK, Ehrhardt urged approval of 
the increased ievy. He said reve- 
nue produced by the 89-cent rate 
“would be dangerously insuffi- 
cient to conduct a decent educa- 
tional program.” 

Gets Less for Money. 
Ehrhardt, who is executive sec- 
retary of the CIO Industrial Coun- 
cil, said public school expendi- 
tures 10 years ago totaled $11,- 
500,000, compared with a budget 
of $21,000,000 last year. He said 
the larger figure, “when convert- 
ed to actual dollar value, bought 
services and materials worth only 
$9,800,000. 

“While we have had to Increase 
the school levy in dollars and 
cents to get income of over $21,- 
000,000, we were actually able to 
purchase less with this income 
than 10 years ago.“ 

The tax rate 10 years ago, Ehr- 
hardt pointed out, was 85 cents. 
This was increased to 89 cents in 
1945, when the new Missouri Con- 
stitution was approved, and in 
1951, the $1.01 rate was authorized 
by voters for a two-year period. 
Reforms sponsored by some 
members of the Board of Educa- 
tion have been blocked on a num- 
ber of occasions because the re- 
form group is in the minority,

LAS VEGAS, Nev., March 25 
(UP)—One of nine human “guinea 

igs” who volunteered to crouch 
In a trench only 2500 yards (about 
a mile and a half) from the center 
of an atom explosion said today 
he now knows “I could lead men 
in battle in the face of an atomic 
last.“ 

His eight comrades, officers 
from all branches of the armed 
services, agreed it would be safe 
to go even closer in future detona- 
tions. They qualified their opin- 
ion, however, by adding that they 
meant properly protected in a 
trench or foxhole. 

The volunteers were closer to 
an atomic blast than any human 
being since atom bombs were 
dropped on Nagasaki in 1945.

A widow since the death on Jan. 20, 1936, her husband, 
King George V, she lived to see the crown pass from her husband to 


two sons and a granddaughter. 

Her first born, David, who be- 
came Edward VIII on the death 
of George V, broke his mother’s 
heart when he abdicated after 11 
months the throne for love of 
Mrs. Wallis Warfield Simpson, an 
American reee, whom he 
married on June 3, 1937. The 
Duke and Duchess of Windsor, as 
they became, lived in self-im- 
posed exile after their marriage 
because the royal family, led by 
Queen Mary, refused to receive 
the Duchess or accord her royal 
rank. 

Queen Mary's second son, 
Bertie, who became George VI, 
died on Feb. 6, 1952, after a 
reign and was 
succeeded 4 his elder daughter, 
Elizabeth th ueen to 
reign over Britain since Victoria. 

Other Sons 


Besides her husband and son 
Bertie, Queen Mary survived two 
other sons, the Duke of Kent, 
who died at the age of 40 in an 
airplane crash during World War 
II, and Prince John, her young- 
est child, who was only 14 when 
he died in 1919. 

One of the few remaining per- 
sons who had stood by the death 
bed of Queen Victoria, Queen 
Mary watched a whole epoch pass 
with the years into history. Her 
life brought many emotional crises 
beginning with the death on Jan. 
14, 1892, of her fiance, Albert 
Edward, Duke of Clarence, who 
was the brother of the man she 
later married, and heir (after his 
father. the Prince of Wales) to 
the British throne. 


She lived through many public 
erises as well—among them two 
world wars, the depression be- 
tween them, the shrinking of the 
empire, and the difficult time 
after World War II, with Britain 
struggling to avoid bankruptcy at 
the same time that it rearmed 
against the Russian threat. 


Regal Bearing. 


But whatever the stress and 
strain, Queen Mary looking every 
inch the queen that she was, car- 
ried on to the end, bearing her- 
self regally, displaying an amaz- 
ing activity, setting an example 
to others with her courage and 
devotion to duty. 


A straight-backed old lady in 
her straight-backed old Daimler 
automobile—many younger wom- 
en envied her her erect carriage 
which she always attributed to 
having been made to rest on a 
hard ‘floor as a child—she used 
to sweep through the gates of 
Marlborough House on her way 
to explore a London exhibition, or 
some other aspect of the world 
in which she never lost interest. 

Dressed in an old-fashioned 
gown in her favorite shade of 
powder blue and one of the fun- 
ny little hats which she continued 
to wear whatever the fashions of 
the moment, she would sally forth 
armed with a parasol and a bag 
of peppermint creams, her bright 
eyes ready now to see a movie, 
now to savor the flowers in one 
of the parks, and it was incredi- 
ble to think that she was well 
into her eighties. 

Known to Family as May. 


Born in London at Kensington 
palace on May 26, 1867, and bap- 
tized Victoria Mary Augusta Lou- 
ise Olga Pauline Claudine Agnes, 
she was known in the family cir- 
ele as May. 

Her mother, Princess Mary 
Adelaide of Cambridge (daughter 
of the first Duke of Cambridge 
and granddaughter of King 
George III) declined the hands 
of.several European princes, in- 
Auding Napoleon III before mar- 
rying, somewhat late in life, an 
offshoot of the Royal House of 
Wurtemberg. who was created 
Duke of Teck. 

When May was 16 she and 
her parents had to give up Ken- 
sington Palace and go abroad to 
live for two years in order to 
retrench the family finances. For 
neither the Duke of Teck, a for- 
mer officer in the Austrian First 
Lancers, nor the Duchess of Teck 
had any money to speak of, yet 
the duchess spent money in a 
truly royal style. 

The dreary months of exile in 
Switzerland and Italy had an im- 
portant influence on the girl who 
was to be queen. She learned 
from experience of the dangers of 
easygoing, lavish, expenditure 
and developed a habit of frugality 
which stayed with her even when 
she no longer had money worries. 
(As the king’s widow, she re- 
ceived an allowance from parlia- 
ment of $200,000 a year). 

Another thing she developed, 
from making the rounds of the 
galleries in Florence, was an in- 
terest in the arts. 

When she was 18, May and 
her parents returned to London 
and took up residence in White 
Lodge, Richmond Park. Six years 
later in 1891 she became engaged 
to the Duke of Clarence, who 
died on Jan. 14, the following 
year. Then on May 3, 1893, three 
weeks before her 26th birthday, 
she announced her ement to 
the duke’s brother rge, the 
Duke of York, who was now heir 
to the throne after the prince of 
Wales. They were married on July 
6, 1893, in the chapel of St. 
James's Palace. 

Praise From Victoria 

“I cannot say how pleased I 
am,” said Queen Victoria. “She 
is really a very dear, good, 
sensible girl and very wise and 


50 . 
When the duke's father became 


Edward VII on Victoria's death, 
they became the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, toured the em- 
pire, and nine years later, May 
6, 1910, ascended the throne aft- 
er King Edward's death. Their 
coronation was held in Westmin- 
ster Abbey on June 22, 1911, and 
since India was still a part of 
the empire they journeyed to 
New Delhi the same year to be 
crowned as Emperor and Empress 
of India on Dec. 12. 


They had six children — five 
boys and a girl—and ruled for 26 
years until King George’s death 
on Jan. 20, 1936. 


World War I, which broke out 
four years after they ascended the 
throne, found Queen Mary per- 
forming invaluable work for the 
women's organizations. In 1928 to 
1929, she presided over the Coun- 
eil ot Regency set up during her 
husband's first illness, from which 
he recovered. In 1934 she launched 
the famous ocean liner Queen 
Mary, named in her honor. In 
1935 she shared with the king 
the many engagements cofinected 
with the silver jubilee of their 
reign. 

In 1936, after his death, she 
left Buckingham Palace and re- 
turned to Marlborough House, a 
few hundred yards down the Mall, 
which had been their home as 
Prince and Princess of Wales. It 
was here that she spent her last 
years except during the period of 
World War II when she moved to 
the country to the home of the 
Duke and Duchess of Beaufort at 
Badminton, Gloucestershire. 


Authority on Antiques. 


An authority on antiques. 
Queen Mary was a great collector 
and often visited antique shops 
in search of items for her collec- 
tion, one of the finest in Britain. 
She specialized in Chinese por- 
celain, jade, Georgian silver, 
eighteenth century furniture and 
Victorian papier mache tables and 
chairs. She furnished Marl- 
borough House with these an- 
tiques, each with a little plate at- 
tached, giving its history, making 
it a graceful, pleasant home. 


It was here that her grandchil- 
dren and great-grandchildren used 
to call to see her. Queen Eliza- 
beth, who owes so much of her 
training to her grandmother, often 
called to seek her advice. But 
Queen Mary had more than ad- 
vice to give her young relatives 


grandmother, she always saw to 
it that their favorite cakes and 
other goodies were waiting for 
them. She spoiled the children 
and she fascinated them, too, with 
the stories she could tell as she 
sat in her sitting room, surround- 
ed by family photographs. 


Teaching Royal Code. 


She was strict with them, when 
it came to teaching them the code 
of royal behavior. There was a 
story about a visit to a London 
department store with Elizabeth 
II when Elizabeth was quite 
young. The queen disapprovingly 
noted the delight of the little 
Princess at the attention she had 
attracted. Firmly whisking her 
charge out of the store by a side 
door, she admonished her: “You 
must learn to be a lady before 
you can be a queen. 


She believed that if one was 
royalty, one had a job to do, one 
had to live the role 24 hours a 
day, and there could be no slack- 
ness, even in privacy. 


Queen Mary took a prominent 
part in public life until her hus- 
band’s death, showing a special 
and well-informed interest in 
everything concerning the welfare 
of women and children. She en- 
deared herself to her subjects by 
many charitable acts and a sense 
of duty to the nation’s welfare 
during periods of great crisis. 

She devoted long hours to 
needlework, in which she excelled. 
A needlepoint rug said to contain 
1,000,000 stitches was her master- 
piece. Begun in 1941, it was com- 
pleted in 1950 and was sent on 
tour of 21 cities in the United 
States and Canada as her contri- 
bution to the replenishment of 
Britain's dwindling dollar account. 
It was finally sold to a Canadian 
group for $100,000. 

(It was shown at the St. Louis 
Art Museum in April 1950.)

Jan. 17— president Eisenhower, the man from 
Abilene,” turns to his home state of Kansas to 
pick a Republican National Chairman, C. Wesley 
Roberts. Roberts is duly elected by the G.O.P. 
National Committee. He was nominated by a 
subcommittee headed by former Senator Harry 
Darby of Kansas and was sponsored by Senator 
Frank Carlson of Kansas. 


Jan. 18—The press hastens to cateh up with 
Roberts, who is not well known nationally, He 
had directed the Eisenhower campaign office in 
Washington. He is described as a “new type 
of National Chairman” picked by the Eisenhower 
“inner circle” for ability rather than prestige. 


Jan. 31—Roberts calls at the White House, 
then tells reporters he thinks the new Adminis- 
tration will have enough patronage jobs. 


Feb. 10—A relatively insignificant news item 
comes out of the home state of Kansas. Alvin 
S. McCoy of The Kansas City Star reports on 
possible discrepancies in the annual report of 
the Ancient Order of United Workmen, a Kan- 
sas insurance company, which had sold a hos 
pital to the state in 1951. 


Feb. 12—A scandal breaks. Kansas Insurance 
Commissioner Frank Sullivan discloses to report- 
ers in Topeka that C. Wesley Roberts had col- 
lected an $11,000 fee from the A.O.U.W. on the 
$110,000 hospital sale to the state. He got this 
10 per cent fee not long after he had been State 
Republican Chairman. 


In Washington that same night, Roberts denies 
any wrongdoing. He says he did not lobby but 
only acted as a “public relations counsel” for 
the insurance company. 


* * * 


Feb. 13—Kansas State Senator William Weig- 
and, a Republican, demands prompt investigation 
of Roberts’s part in the hospital sale. Weigand 
charges that Roberts broke the state lobbying 
law. However, Republican Gov. Edward F. Arn 
defends Roberts. The State Senate votes 20 to 
12 against an immediate inquiry. 


Back in Washington again, James C. Hagerty, 
President Eisenhower's press secretary, says the 
White House is “satisfied” with Roberts's state- 
ment. 


Feb. 14—In Topeka the 1936 Republican presi- 
dential candidate from Kansas, Alf M. Landon, 
says President Eisenhower's satisfaction with 
Roberts's statement “does not satisfy the people 
of Kansas by a long shot.” Landon accuses 
Roberts of “prostituting his political influence in 
a raid on the public treasury,” adds that the 
hospital deal “stinks to high heaven.” 


Feb. 16—Lt. Gov. Fred Hall of Kansas terms 
the deal “morally reprehensible.” Recalling his 
party's charges against “5-percenters,” this Re- 
publican official says the G.O.P. “cannot apply 
a double standard of good government—one for 
the Republicans and one for the Democrats.” 


Feb. 17—State Representative John McNair 
asks the State Attorney General to charge Rob- 
erts with violation of the Kansas lobbying act. 
This law requires lobbyists to register and pro- 
hibits acceptance of contingent fees which de- 
pend on legislative action. 


Feb. 20—Attorney General Harold R. Fatzer 
expresses indignation at the scandal and says, in 
a 15-page letter, “There is nothing politically 
right which is morally wrong.“ However, Fatzer 
says he will wait to see what the Legislature 
does before acting himself. 


Feb. 21—Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent 
Roy J. Harris reports that Kansans are especial- 
ly upset about the possibility they might have 
bought a gold brick. The insurance company 
hospital was built on state land with the stipula- 
tion that it would revert to the state if the com- 
pany ceased to have a use for it. Did the state 
already own the hospital which it bought?

Feb. 24-27—The Kansas Legislature rushes 
through à resolution to set up a Senate-House 
committee, with seven Republicans and two 
Democrats, to investigate the Roberts case. Gov. 
Arn signs the measure. 


Feb. 25—In his first major patronage de- 
cision, Roberts obtains President Eisenhower's 
appointment of Albert M. Cole, defeated Kansas 
Congressman, foe of public housing, ally of the 
real estate lobby, as Housing and Home Finance 
Administrator. 


Feb. 27—Roberts's choice for chairman of the 
Federal Power Commission, Jeff W. Robertson 
of Kansas, is opposed by Senator Ferguson 
(Rep.), Michigan, on the ground of his connec- 
tion with natural gas interests.

March 12—Two men who were state officials 
in 1928, when the state permitted the A. O. U. W. 
to build the hospital, testify that they believe the 
building should have reverted to the state cost- 
free. They are Lacy Simpson, former member 
of the State Board of Administration, and Joseph 
Radotinsky, former state architect. 


March 13—Roberts testifies. He tells of talks 
with members of the State Board of Social Wel- 
fare which approved the hospital purchase. Rob- 
erts had passed on their appointments earlier. 
He angrily denies lobbying. He says his fee was 
not a contingent fee but an “alternative fee” 
because he would have had other work with the 
insurance firm if the hospital sale had fallen 
through. He defends the 1951 transaction and 
charges a plot to defame him. 

Roberts also tells of another fee in that same 
year. He says he got $3750 from Cities Service 
Gas Co. for keeping that utility informed about 
legislation affecting it. He says he talked with 
legislators but “did no lobbying for or against 
any measures.” He again describes his work as 
“public relations.” 


March 16—Gov. Arn testifies that he recom- 
mended Roberts for the Cities Service job. The 
Governor does not think Roberts did any lobby- 
ing and says there was a “plot” against him. 


March 17—Investigators discover that the hos- 
pital which Roberts helped to sell for $110,000 
in 1951 was worth only $15,000 to the state in 
1945. Records of the 1945 Kansas House Ways 
and Means Committee show that group approved 
a $15,000 offer for the hospital in that year. 


March 18—State Senator Chris Green, who 
headed the 1951 House committee which ap- 
proved the hospital deal, testifies he did not 
know whom Roberts represented when Roberts 
asked him if his committee would approve the 
purchase. In fact, from Roberts's political rec- 
ord, Green says, “I just took it for granted that 
he was representing the state.” 


On this same date the scandal goes to court. 
Attorney General Fatzer files suit to recover the 
$110,000 which the state paid to Roberts’s em- 
ployers for the hospital, on grounds that the 
building already belonged to the state. 


March 19— Alvin S. McCoy, Kansas City Star 
correspondent, flatly denies charges by Roberts 
and Governor Arn that he slanted or distorted 
his reports on the case. McCoy says it is “stand- 
ard practice to put the press on trial when 
newspapers have dared to print the truth in 
any exposures dealing with irregularities in gov- 
ernment.” 


March 20—The Kansas Legislature’s commit- 
tee closes its inquiry after nine days, 55 wit- 
nesses and 1800 pages of testimony. The in- 
vestigators settle down to consider (1) whether 
Roberts acted improperly by representing pri- 
vate interests before an administration which he 
helped to elect and (2) violated Kansas law by 
failing to register as a lobbyist and accepting a 
contingent fee. 


March 21—Kansas Republican leaders say the 
Roberts case has become a major national is- 
sue. Senator Carlson is quoted as admitting that 
C. Weasley Roberts is now “on public trial.”

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Setting a Dangerous Precedent 
In showing Senator Taft and Senator Spark- 
man the FBI files on Charles E. Bohlen, ambas- 
sador-designate to Russia, the Administration 


has set a precedent the serious consequences of 


which cannot yet be told. Senator Taft already 
has said that he will insist on a similar examina- 
tion of the records of all nominees who must be 
confirmed by the Senate. 

The executive branch has long defended its 
right to keep confidential records from Con- 
gregs. This principle is particularly important 
in connection with the records of the FBI on 
any individual, Congress is entitled to the Ad- 
ministration's evaluation of an individual's rec- 


ord so far as his loyalty and ability are con- 


cerned. It also has the right to question him. 
But unfounded, scandalous and malicious accu- 
sations picked up in the course of an executive 
investigation ought to be strictly guarded. Their 
circulation even to members of Congress. might 
undermine a man and blast his career. 

In the case of Mr. Bohlen, the demand for 
the files came from a little group of snipers, 
represented by Senator McCarthy and Senator

McCarran. The Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee unanimously recommended confirmation 
of the Bohlen nomination.

This ignores the urgency of filling the 
Moscow post, and it is a reflection on the in- 
tegrity of Secretary Dulles and President Eisen- 
hower who chose the career diplomat. 

So far as Mr. Bohlen is concerned, the fat is 
in the fire, Now the, country can only hope 
that the examination of the FBI file will speed 
the too-long delayed confirmation. It must hope, 
too, that the Eisenhower Administration in the 
future will be accorded more respect and co- 
operation on Capitol Hill.

The Lost Art of Banister-Sliding 


William Chapman White in The New York Herald Tribune 


The history of the human race shows 
many instances of man's loss of some art 
or skill. Conditions or environments have 
changed, so that the skill of setting a 
clipper’s sails right, the art of making cer- 
tain sorts of Chinese pottery, and even the 
technique of riding a high-wheeled bicycle 
are unknown to the present generation. 

Sometimes the men who had the skills 
died out with their secrets; in other in- 
stances the world around changed so 
much, or men in it, that skills were for- 
gotten and forever lost. 


That explains man’s inability today to 
swing from tree to tree; neglecting this 
skill, in his conceit 
at being able to walk 
upright, man even 
lost the equipment 
for swinging. 

A change in en- 
vironment has wiped 
out the chance to 
practice another 
achievement, the art 
of sliding down ban- 
isters. 


The reason, of 
course, is that the 
one-story homes and 
the apartment houses 
of today don't have 
banisters. In the days 
when houses had second floors, sliding 
down the banister was a child's preroga- 
tive. It also saved adults the labor of hav- 
ing to pelish the banister rail. 

The first lesson that many a child 
learned wag not today's rules of how to 
fight one’s way to the top but how to get 
to the bottom without any effort at all. 

There were styles and tricks in banister- 
sliding. There was the crab slide, done feet 
first on the stomach, t clicking against 
each rung, like a willow switch rung along 
a picket fence, and arms hung down ready 
to grab at a rung at the slightest threat 
of falling off. . 


This wag beginner’s stuff. The flying 
horse style followed, feet first on the stom- 
ach, but with arms and legs free of the 
rungs until just the proper moment at the 
lower end of the banister when it was 
necessary to put on the brakes. Dare-devils 
preferred the sidesaddle technique, done 
precisely as the words depict; this took a 
delicate sense of balance to keep from fall- 


ing backwards. For the advanced experts 
there was the “Let’s-face-it” style, done 
frontways and not always easy to brake 
and therefore tough on the post at the bot- 
tom or on the lamp that might be on it. 


These and a dozen other variations could 
keep kids happy for a long fainy after- 
noon. The banister could also save junior 
a split second when he was dawdling up- 
stairs and was told: “Either get down here 
for dinner at once or no dinner!” 


The modern small home or apartment 
has not only deprived: today’s child of ban- 
ister-sliding but of other sports as well. 
Gone is the pleasant summer afternoon 
activity of sliding down cellar doors. 


Just what did happen to the slanted cel- 
lar door in this efficient age isn't clear; 
although cellars have remained, nothing 
has disappeared more surely and more 
quietly from modern life than those cellar 
doors, which could shine like a mirror 
after a summer of use by the neighbor- 
hood kids. 

Gone, too, is a favorite winter or sum- 
mer sport, in rain or sun, of rummaging 
in the attic just to see what was there. 

The attic gone with the cellar door. 
It used to be a treasure trove that gave a 
chance to dress up in old clothes, forgot- 
ten since 1900—and did people really wear 
costumes like that for tennis?—-and also 
offered the ingenious child an opportuni- 
ty to figure out new uses for old pool 
cues, lamps made from elephant tusks, and 
incomplete croquinole sets. 

They were just a few of the thousand 
things that landed in the attic on the 
theory that they might be useful some day, 
as they obviously were on that day the 
kids first discovered them. 

Maybe homes are better now without cel- 
lar doors, attics or banisters. They cer- 
tainly are easier to dust. What today’s kids 
don’t know they won't miss. After all, 
they no longer need these simpler amuse- 
ments. 

They've all got television now, with the 
charming children’s programs, hours of 
them, all with the same eternal theme 
that is pumped, machine-gunned, dinned, 
and droned at the juvenile audience: “Buy, 
Baby, Buy!”

This was 
recognized as a psychological ad- 
vantage. 
An event soon occurred that 
permitted the new President to 
seize that psychological advan- 
tage. This was the death of Joseph 
Stalin, not only the ruler of Rus- 
sia, but also a symbol not easily 
replaced.

BUENOS AIRES, March 25 (UP) 
Ezequiel Paz, former editor of 
the expropriated Buenos Aires 
newspaper La Prensa, died here 
last night after a long illness. He 
was 81 years old. 

Ezequiel Paz was the uncle of 
Dr. Alberto Gainza Paz, who di- 
rected La Prensa as editor and 
publisher from 1943 until its ex- 
propriation by the Peron govern- 
ment of Argentina in 1951. 

A close associate of Ezequiel 
Paz once said: 

“His biography has been writ- 
ten in the daily editions of La 
Prensa over half a century.” 

For 45 years, he dedicated his 
life to La Prensa until on Sept. 
21, 1943, he suffered a paralytic 
stroke. 

Paz made La Prensa one of the 
great newspapers of the world. 
His foreign _ correspondents 
roamed world capitals and filed 
dispatches, sometimes lengthy, at 
urgent rates when the urgent rate 
was $2 a word. 

His fame as a newspaper edi- 
tor, and at the same time his 
aloofness from politics, made him 
a legendary figure. His newspa- 
per provided free legal and med- 
ical advice for the general pub- 
lic. He founded the Argentine 
Touring Club devoted to stimulat- 
ing the construction of good roads. 
He combatted illiteracy, and he 
fought totalitarianism in govern- 
ment vigorously.

Cadillacs of Rich Scatter Beggars 
In Iraq, Which Is Feeling Oil Boom 


By HAROLD GUARD 

BAGHDAD, March 25 (UP)— 
Modern Baghdad is a city of con- 
trasts, of fantasy as unbelievable 
as a fable from the Arabian 
Nights. 

It is in the midst of an un- 
precedented oil boom and at the 
same time is flirting with Com- 
munism. 

The causes of this split person- 
ality are visible everywhere. War- 
like tribesmen ride Arabian steeds 
on the sidewalks to make room 
in the narrow streets for shiny 
automobiles which monopolize the 
thoroughfares. 

The feel and the smell of un- 
precedented oil prosperity is pres- 
ent on every hand. But there are 
also pitiful mud huts which stand 
in the shadow of Baghdad's spa- 
cious mansions, 

Little Man Ignored. 

The new housing schemes seem 
to cater to Iraq's monied class, 
ignoring the little man whose 
weight could tip the balance in 
this critical Middle East nation 
either way in the struggle for 
power between Communism and 
the Western world. 


Middle East in which I have 
heard open talk of Communism. 


My taxicab driver pointed to 
ambitious development projects 
being built with American Point 
IV money. He summed up the 
situation this way: 

“Many things are being built,” 
he said, “Many more schemes 
are planned. But who is going to 
take care of them in five years’ 
time?” 

He shrugged. 

“Only Allah knows,” he said. 


We crossed the Tigris river on 
one of the “big schemes,” a mag- 
nificent steel-girdered cantilever 
bridge. And we recrossed it over 
a rickety pontoon bridge built by 
British engineers during the Meso- 
potamian campaign in World War 
I. There had been little progress 
in Iraq between the building of 
the latter and the erection of the 
new span. It could be like that 
again, my cab driver said. 

Cadillacs and Beggars. 

We passed the gilt-domed Bagh- 
dad mosque where the Cadillacs 
of the wealthy were scattering 
with screeching horns the ragtag 
beggar worshipers and members 
of the middle class. The teeming 
throngs wore every imaginable 
eastern garb from verminous tat- 
ters to fabulous embroidered bro- 
cades. 

The gulf between the classes 
here is the source of the Red 
menace. The Government cur- 
rently has Communism under 
control. But no one will speak for 
tomorrow or for mext year. 

The impoverished and political- 
ly inexperienced people are n- 
clined to listen to Communist 
propaganda, which charges that 
western aid projects are imperial- 
ist devices to keep a stranglehold 
on a weak people. 

Iraq’s strength is its oil. Pro- 
duction now is nearing 30,000,000 
tons annually and the Iraq Pe- 
troleum Co.’s 36-inch, 556-mile 
pipeline to Banias on the Medi- 
terranean is bridging the gap in 
the West’s oil supplies resulting 
from Iran’s quarrel with Britain. 

But even the briefest visit to 
Baghdad shows that the opu- 
lence is overshadowed by 
poverty — the traditional spawn- 
ing ground for Communism.

Adenauer Challenges 
Russia to Back Up Talk 
by Freeing 300,000 
German War Prisoners. 


LONDON, March 25 (AP)— 
The Moscow radio made another 
direct peace appeal to Americans 
today and offered Britain “peace, 
co-operation and friendly compe- 
tition” in trade with the Soviets. 
In Bonn, West German Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer chal- 
lenged the Kremlin to back up 
its peace talk by agreeing to the 
unification of Germany and by, 
releasing 300,000 German war 
prisoners he said still are being 
held in Russia. 

The Soviet broadcast to Amer- 
ica—part of a stream of assur- 
ances of peaceful Russian in- 
tentions that began after the 
death of Joseph Stalin—declared 
that Moscow is spending so much 
money on “economic and cultural 
development” that it could not 
possibly be preparing for a third 
world war. 

Offer to Britain. 

But the Soviet offer to Britain 
spoke in less conciliatory terms

Applications 
may be filed with local conserva- 
tion agents who inspect newly 
constructed ponds to determine if 
they meet the required specifi- 
cations for stocking purposes 
Bass for approved - ponds will be 
distributed during June or July, 
with applicants receiving notice 
of date of delivery. Bluegill fin- 
gerlings for the same ponds will 
be distributed in the fall. 

More than 70,000 appreved farm 
ponds have been constructed in 
Missouri in the past 12 years. It 
is estimated that, by the construc- 
tion of these ponds, 30,000 acres 
of fishing water have been added. 
Those that are properly fertilized 
and managed have produced 300 
pounds of fish per acre each year, 
and the Georgia Experiment Sta- 
tion claims production of 600 
pounds per acre in that state. 

A good farm fishing pond is 
much more than a hole in the 
ground with water in it. Proper 
terrain, drainage, and scientific 
construction are just as important 
to produce fish as the manage- 
ment, adequate pasture, and. 
know-how in the produtcion of 
beef from the farm herd. If the 
pond is to be clear and produce 
game fish, the watershed must 
not be cultivated. The pond must 
be protected by good grass sod. 
Erosion or bare areas greatly in- 
crease the probability of turbid- 
ity and siltation which will, in 


time, rob the pond of its produc-/| gate 


tivity and storage capacity. Any 
pond used for watering livestock 
should be fenced and equipped 
with a pipe running to a water 
trough outside the fence. 


Bass and Bluegill Recommended. 


Most states, including Missouri, 
recommend the stocking of ponds 
with bass and bluegill. If other 
species of fish are introduced, the 
balance is upset and the pond of 
less than five acres will be out of 
balance and unproductive in the 
course of a few years. Fertiliza- 
tion of the pond produces plank- 
ton, a minute animal and vege- 
table food, that furnishes suste- 
nance for the bluegill which, in 
turn, are preyed upon by the bass, 
creating an endless chain pro- 
vided the pond is kept in proper 
balance. 

Selective fishing for bass can 
throw the pond out of balance if 
the bluegill are not harvested at 
a greater rate than the bass. The 
larger bluegills spawn early in 
their second summer of life and 
sometimes spawn twice during a 
season. Each nest of mature blue- 
gills may produce 15,000 fry 
Bass produce only about one-third 
as many fry per nest as do blue- 
gills, and they never spawn but 
once each season. It is easy to see 
the necessity of hook-and-line 
fishing or the use of small flies 
to keep the prolific bluegills from 
taking over a pond and eliminat- 
ing the bass. When the bluegills 
become crowded from lack of 
proper pond fishing, the bass may 
never reproduce in adequate num- 
bers because they can not defend 
their spawning beds against the 
swarms of small, hungry bluegills, 
and the bass eventually may dis- 
appear. Small popping bugs, small 
fly and spinner combinations, 
worms, crawfish tails, and grass- 
hoppers on small hooks will fur- 
nish good sport in removing the 
surplus bluegills, and their fight- 
ing ability and eating qualities 
are highly recommended, 


Most Ponds Underfished. 


Nearly all the ponds are under- 
fished instead of overfished. The 
pond owner usually has visions of 
producing a great number of 8 
and 10-pound bass and countless 
one-pound bluegills. Occasionally, 
even in heavily fished ponds, 
large bass will be taken and also 
a few oversized bluegills. But this 
is the exception instead of the 
rule, if the pond is a good pro- 
ducer. It is good management to 
see that four or five pounds of 
bluegills are removed for each 
pound of bass taken. 

Farm pond fishing is yéar- 
around fishing and the owner is 
not required to purchase a fishing 
license. Today on many farms the 
fish are part of the farm crop. 
the same as chickens, hogs, and 
cattle. It furnishes meat for the 
farmer’s table as well as pleasant 
recreation. After the day’s work 
is done and the farmer has fin- 
ished his chores, he can hie forth 
to his pond with fly or bait cast- 
ing rod—or even a cane pole—to 
sit in the shadows as the sun goes 
down and meditate and enjoy 
a few hours of rest and repose, 
far away from the worldly cares 
and strife, It also is a medium 
for him to invite his urban friends 
to share the pleasures and con- 
tentment that come from good 
fishing in a well-stocked and well- 
managed farm pond.

Representative Emanuel Celler 
(Dem.), New York, loudly ap- 
plauded FVriedel's statement that 
the Justice Department would in- 
vestigate the American League 
over the Browns’ action.

munist affiliations had been 
brought against them. 

Jansen, superintendent since 
1947, said the number of Com- 
munists among the 37,000 teach- 
ers in the system is small but 
they “exert an influence far be- 
yond their number.” 

He warmly indorsed the sub- 
committee’s inquiry for Commu- 
nists in the schools and colleges 
and said Reds are “talking non- 
sense” when they denounce the 
inquiry as an assault on academic 
freedom. 

Jansen said he and the New 
York City Board of Education 
have taken the position that Com- 
munists should not be permitted 
to teach in the public schools. 

After today’s hearing here, 
Chairman Jenner (Rep.), Indiana, 
and members of the subcommittee 
staff planned to leave for Boston 
to start closed-door sessions there. 
Robert Morris, subcommittee 
counsel, said that it would inves- 
tigate individuals, not institu- 
tions.” 

Teacher Testifies. 


At a hearing here yesterday aft- 
ernoon, Paul Harvey Aron, a his- 
tory teacher at Sarah Lawrence 
College in Bronxville, swore that 
he was not a Communist when he 
worke up last Friday but refused 
to say whether he was last Thurs- 
day. 

Aron, who has taught history at 
the college for five years, invoked 
his constitutional privilege against 
self-incrimination when he was 
asked to tell the subcommittee 
whether he had been a Commu- 
nist prior to last Thursday. But 
he admitted he was not a Com- 
munist on Friday. He refused also 
to say whether he had tried to 
recruit students at the fashionable 
girls college into the Communist 
party. 

The subcommittee disclosed it 
first questioned Aron at a closed- 
door hearing in New York. last 
Friday. He swore he was not a 
Communist then, but he declined

“Purposeless youth can be 
caught by the false programs of 
Communism,” Dr. Sockman told 
Washington University students 
and faculty members at a centen- 
nial assembly at Graham Memor- 
ial Chapel on the campus.

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Unless our youth is given “a 
sense of mission,” the tragic er- 
ror of “throwing off the yoke of 
rstraint without putting on the 
harness of responsibility“ will be 
repeated, following the, pattern 
of the ‘1920s, Dr. Sockman 
warned. 

“The mood of our time is fear, 
in the free nations as well as in 
Russia, where recent acts of anti- 
Semitism reveal the corrosive ef- 
fects of fear,” he said. “The free 
nations must demonstrate the 
superion cohesion of mutual trust, 
and nations which call themselves 
Christian must show that they are 
motivated by the cross and not 
the Kremlin,” he continued. 

Dr. Sockman, pastor of ist 
Methodist Church in New York 
and minister since 1936" of the 
National Radio Pulpit, oldest con- 
tinuing network program, called 
for a “re-discovery” of religious 
liberty “through a shift of em- 
phasis from the churches to the 
church as the whole fdmily of 
God.” Liberty is not achieved by 
“splinter groups” in religion or 
in government, he asserted. 

“Our first president reminded 

us not only that religion and 
morality are indispensable sup- 
ports of political prosperity, but 
also that national morality can- 
not prevail without religious 
principles. 
“How then can we expect to 
preserve the republic if we ex- 
clude religion from our public 
education? Those who force our 
schools to teach no religion are 
really teaching a new religion 
that of secularism. Such godless 
culture is a shifting sand on 
which our nation cannot long 
stand,” Dr. Sockman declared.

Indiscriminate use and overuse 
of “miracle drugs” endangers 
patients and results in waste of at 
least half of the antibiotics be- 
ing administered, family doctors 
of the nation were told here 
today. 

Dr. W. A. Altemeier, chairman: 
of the department of surgery at 
University of Cincinnati School 
of Medicine, told the American 
Academy of General Practice that 
the use of penicillin where it can 
do no good is a factor in a grow- 
ing allergic reaction to the drug 
among hospital patients. 

He said it was “inexcusable to 
deny a patient the benefit of 
prompt surgery,” where indicated, 
in the hope that an infection 
could be controlled by antibiotics. 
Another hazard to the patient, he 
said, lay in a tendency to delay 
diagnosis while employing the new 


ugs. 

Dr. Altemeier said doctors 
should assume, in using the drugs, 
the calculated risk of “upsetting 
the natural balance” among germs 
in the body and permitting ordi- 
narily weak organisms to produce 
a serious secondary infection.

How It Started

‘To Leap Over the Hedge Before 
You Get te the Stile.’ 


O go at things in hurried 

fashion, precipitously, to take 

premature action, is Still 
sometimes expressed in terms of 
the old saying about which one 
of our readers inquires, namely, 
“To leap over the hedge before 
you come to the stile.” 

The expression can be neatly 
explained by the significance of 
the word “stile,” which literally 
means “step.” From “stigan,” to 
ascend, came the Anglo-Saxon 
“stigel,” a step or ladder, whence 
the Old English “stile.” The 
„Stile“ which saw centuries of 
common usages in English speech 
consisted of a step or set of steps 
arranged for passage over a wall 
or fence. And there you have a 
perfect setting for the imprudent 
or rash person to dramatize his 
impetuosity—having at his serv- 
ice steps to take him comfortably 
and safely over the hedge, he 
nevertheless takes the obstruc- 
tion, or attempts to, by leaping 
over it. 

In spite of all this, the wording 
of the phrase is sometimes found 
reversed, even early in its his- 
tory. Indeed that is how we find 
it in its first appearance in print, 
namely in the works of the Eng- 
lish poet, George Gascoigne, 
which dates the saying as early 
as 1566, Gascoigne wrote: “You 
would fayne leape over the stile 
before you come at the hedge.”

Pascal celery has much more 


flavor than white bleached celery. 
The outside stalks are usually 
tender and, for this reason, there 
is little waste. These are just as 
good for cooking as they are 
fresh. Cut celery is delicious 
served with a cream or a cheese 
sauce, and also braised. 

Perhaps it does not have as at- 
tractive an appearance as smaller 
stalks of white celery, but the 
flavor is more definite. The small 
white celery stalks are always 
oven-cooked, but the pascal cel- 
ery can be done just as well in 
the skillet on top of the stove.

bake in hot oven (475 degrees F.) 
until sauce bubbles. 

Quick Braised Celery. 

Cut the celery stalks in four- 
inch lengths. Saute in butter or 
margarine until lightly browned, 
Add one cup soup stock or bouil- 
lon, two tablespoons minced car- 
rot, one tablespoon minced onion 
and one tablespoon minced green 
pepper. Cook, uncovered, over 
low heat until tender. When serv- 
ing, sprinkle with minced parsley 
or with minced pimiento.
